A RECORD-BREAKER GROWS WEARY. 
ING COMMANDER 
W SIR CHARLES 
KINGSFORD-SMITH, 
arriving in Australia after 
clipping forty hours off the 
record from England by fly- 
ing the 10,000 miles in 7 days 
4 hours 50 minutes, declared 
he was “getting too old for 
these stunts.” He is 36 and 
lamented that around the 
Persian Gulf he had to put in 
day in bed, merely “a 
bundle of nerves.” 

This was the third time Sir 
Charles has established a new record on the Aus- 
tralian route, and his first trip required twelve and 
one-half days.

He flew 
pretty much all over the map and in 1930 made the 
aerial passage from Ireland to America. King 
George got around to knighting him in 1932, thus 
putting the seal of royal approval on the Australian 
who has been called “the best airman in the world” 
by some of the most famous aviators. He served in 
the Royal Air Force in the World War.

1933 world’s series cash, but 
his slugging won for him a 
distinction without precedent.

He tried for a seat in Parliament a couple of years 
later, won a place in 1902 and attained Cabinet rank 
in 1909. If the Liberal party should regain its 
strength of former decades he would be in line for 
still higher distinctions.

After his gradua- 
tion from Princeton in 1921 with the Phi Beta Kappa 
key, he studied at the Harvard Law School, where 
in 1924 he received the Fay diploma, its high- 
est scholastic honor. He served for a few months 
as secretary to Justice Brandeis of the United 
States Supreme Court and then was appointed to 
the Harvard faculty. As a sane liberal he took 
part in the agitation over the Sacco-Vanzetti case, 
and in the last few months he attracted attention 
as one of the experts who helped to draft the 
Securities Regulation Act.
